‘This, however, is not. re- 
quired in the offence of inflicting griev- 
our bodily harm. It the evidence does 
not establish a wounding or the actual 
inflicting Of grievous bodily harm it) may 
show an asssult, and if there were word: 
oracts such as reasonably to lead tu the 
belief that the party intended unlawfully 
and malicious!y to wound or inflict griev- 
ous bodily harm it would be proper to 
charge an assault with one or other of 
these intents. If the evidence fall short 
of this, a party might be charged with 
An assault occasioning actual bodily harm 
or simply with assault, according as 
bodily harm was or was not actually the 
result of the assault. The circumstances 
do not appear to render further instruc- 
tions or distinctions necessary. In these 
or any other cases that may happen to be 
brought before you your duty is merely 
to enquire whether there is such reason-

If the spring 
opens carly, or the fall closes Jate, no 
dow t many who are summoued to actend 
upon the courts Und that. it occasions 
‘hem much inconveniince. In many 
cases there might be less of such incen- 
venience from a@ sitting in December than 
from one at the end of Cctober, but I 
ver ture toassert that no reasonable por- 
tion of the summer could be satirf wetorily 
zivea up by the farmers of the commun- 
ity tu the work ofthe courts. Nor can 
we overlouk the question of temperature. 
Certainly June is usually an undesirable 
month for holding crowded courts, and, 
while it is not usual, it is always possible 
to have in December such cold er stormy 
weather as to be equally undesirable for 
the purpose or as will interfere with 
travel or make it exceedingly disagree- 
able. All must recognize that attendanee 
upon the courts as Juvors or wilnes-es 
nsually involves great inconvenience and 
often much loss or expense, and it fs 
certainly desirable that the comlitions 
should be minimized as inueli as possible 
for those who thus contribute of their 
comfort, time or ineans to the service of 
the puolic. — If it can be made clear that 
the balance of the convenience for the 
community in general is greatly in fever 
of such of a change [have no doubt that 
both judges and legislators will be 
teady to make it, and as the question has 
now been raised, it may be well that you 
also should express your opinions upon 
it.

The Souris River Mill. 


The Souris River Mill, owned by 
John Gregory, was successfully started on 
the new dam, with a heal of ft. on 
October 29th. Everything went without 
ahitch. The work been two years 
and a half in construction and has coat 
about fifteen thousand. dollars. The 
dem is one hundred and fifty yards wide 
and thirty feet high.; the race being 
three quarters ofa mile long and the 
cutting sixteen to eighteen feet deep for 
a considerable distance beck. This 
makes it the most reliable water power 
in Manitobe, there being sufficient wat- 
erat present, and this being the low 
water season, to run s thousand barrel. 
The success of the undertaking will

The ‘Calgary Murder Sensation 
Turns Out to be a Case of 
Suicide. 


Calyary, N. W. a; Nov. 5 —The body 
of Constable E. E. Hariix, of the Mount- 
ed Police, who had been stationed here 
! three months, and who has been aissing 
since Oet. I&th, was found Jast evening 
on the banks of the Bow river behind 
the barracks. The body was lying with 
| the npper portion under water frezon and 
well oreserved, It was thought that 
Haris had deserted, and search parties 
were out for him.

On examination it was found that two 
bullet holes were in bis head, one in the 
roof of his mouth and one in the back of 
his head. j 

Dr. McKid, coroner, held an inquest 
| this afternoon. Inspector Cuth ert test- 
itied that the late constable had a bad 
defaulter’s sheet at Medicine Hat. He 
had on one cceasion tried to kill a man 


wiile in the same condition. Latterly 
he had beheaved well and kept away from 
liquor. 

Captain Mcilree testified that Harris 
was quiet and well beheaved except when 
under the influence of liquor when he 
was not responsible. 

Dr. Fraser testiffed that he had 
examined the body. There were two 
bullet holes, one in the back of the head 
two inches above the cecipital protuber- 
ance, the other in the reof of the mouth 
above the hard palate. There was a 
continued track from one wound to the 
other, showing that it was made with one 
bullet. There was powder in the mouth, 
showing that a revolver had been placed 
there and then discharged, causing death. 

The jury brought in a verdict of 
suicide. Harris was one of the consta- 
bles who took the last batch of prisoners 
from Calgary to Stony Mountain.
